General  provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area:- 

1.  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority: - 

(a)  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  Officer. 

(b)  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer.

Provided  by  the  County  Laboratories  at  Taurlton  and  Bath. 

( b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Under  the  control  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  County 
Council  at  Taunton.  The  service  is  good,  and  the  staff  helpful 
and  efficient. 

A  car  service  is  also  provided  for  those  requiring  transport 

/on 
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on  medical  grounds.  Some  of  the  vehicles  are  not  sufficiently 
comfortable  for  the  infirm. 

( c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  District  Nursing  Service.  -  This  valuable  work  continues.  It 

is  considered  that  two  nurses  are 
required  in  this  area,  but  this 
number  has  not  always  been 
available. 

The  Home  Help  Service  -  This  valuable  work  continues.  The 

demand  exceeds  the  supply  during 
considerable  periods. 

It  is  still,  all  too  frequently, 
difficult  for  married  women,  when 
ill,  to  get  adequate  rest. 

Red  Cross  Depot  -  Loans  are  made  from  this  depot  of 

articles  required  for  home  nursing. 
A  very  helpful  service  is  given  in 
this  way. 

( d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

( i)  Tuberculosis 

The  County  Clinic  at  Radstock  carries  on  its  important 
work.  Progress  has  been  made  in  treating  this  disease,  but 
there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  organization  for 
dealing  with  it. 

A  further  visit  from  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was 
welcomed. 

( ii)  Venereal  Disease 

The  Clinics  at  Bath  and  Bristol  cope  adequately  with 
these  diseases. 

(iii)  Infant  and  Child  'Welfare  Services 

Good  work  continues  in  unsuitable  premises.  It  is 
considered  that  it  would  be  an  improvement  if  the  combined 
Diphtheria-Pertussis  Vaccine  were  in  general  use  at  these 
immunization  clinics. 

( iv )  Maternity  Services 

The  service  provided  by  the  District  Nurse  or  Nurses  in 
the  home  and  by  the  Paulton  Maternity  Unit  is  good. 

(v)  Dental  Treatment 

No  regular  dental  service  for  young  children  and 
expectant  mothers  exists  in  this  area. 

The  charges  under  the  National  Health  Service,  and 
especially  their  method  of  application  are  deplored. 

(vi)  Mental  Treatment 

The  County  Health  Authority  runs  the  service  for  mental 
patients. 

(vii)  No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  National  Assistance 

Act,  1948. 

(e)  Hospital  Cases. 

This  District  is  in  the  Bath  Hospital  Area. 

Claverton  Down  Hospital  admits  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

A'he 
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(e)  Hospital  Cases .( contd) 

The  Emergency  Bed  Bureau  works  satisfactorily  for  the 
admission. of  urgent  cases. 

Concern  is  felt  at  the  poor  surgical  facilities  existing 
at  one  of  the  large  hospitals  serving  this  area.  The  provision 
of  a  second  operating  theatre  is  far  too  long  overdue. 

The  waiting  period  for  getting  cases  of  chronic  sick  into 
hospital  is  often  unduly  long. 

In  a  few  specialities  the  waiting  time  for  out-patient 
consultations  is  excessive. 

( f )  General  Health  Services. 

It  is  considered  that  the  National  Health  Service  should  be 
free  at  the  time  of  use,  and  that  the  continued  division  of 
patients  into  paying  and  non-paying  classes  is  undesirable. 

( g)  Care  of  the  Blind. 

The  service  for  the  blind  and  those  with  very  defective 
vision  is  run  by  the  County  Health  Authority. 

fh)  Epileptics  and  Spastics. 

Treatment  of  such  cases  is  in  the  care  of  the  family  doctors. 
No  special  facilities  are  available  in  this  area  for  them. 

(i)  The  Elderly. 

There  is  still  ground  to  be  covered  in  welfare  services  for 
elderly  people,  though  much  good  work  is  done.

Sanitary  circumstances  of  this  District: - 
(1)  Water. 

Sources  of  supply: - 

(i)  The  Bottlehead  springs  at  Downhead.

( a)  Mains 

The  supply  continues  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality,  and,  as 
a  general  rule,  in  quantity  also. 

Arrangements  are  in  progress,  but  not  yet  complete,  to 
augment  the  supply  from  the  Chew  Stoke  reservoir  (Bristol 
Waterworks  Company) . 

All  water  tests,  bacteriological  and  chemical,  have  proved 

satisfactory. 

The  water  has  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 

No  form  of  contamination  is  known  and  all  supplies  are 

chlorinated. 

Practically  all  houses  are  supplied  from  the  mains. 

(b)  Wells 

Four  houses  have  wells,  and  no  wells  have  been  closed  during 
the  year. 
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(1)  Water,  (contd) 

( c)  Extensions 

A  6"  feeder  main  was  extended  in  Wells  Road,  Radstock 
to  improve  the  distribution  at  Westfield. 

(2)  Swimming  Bath. 

One  public  swimming  bath  is  in  use.  It  is  a  great  asset. 

The  water  is  by  Council  supply  and  is  filtered  and 
chlorinated  by  a,  "Bell”  Filtration  and  Chlorination  Plant. 

About  150  bathers,  including  school  children,  use  the 
bath  daily  during  the  season. 

6  samples  of  water  were  tal^en  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

( 3)  Sanitation. 

The  District  has  two  modern  sewage  disposal  works. 

New  sewers  connecting  to  the  mains  have  been  laid  for  the 
following  housing  sites: - 

(1)  Northfield,  Writhlington. 

(2)  Westfield  (Mo. 2). 

(3)  Hillside,  Midsomer  Morton. 

A  sever  has  also  been  laid  to  serve  the  new  Secondary 
Modern  school  at  Writhlington. 

Future  Proposals  -  It  is  proposed  to  sewer  the  Thicketmead  area 

of  Midsomer  Norton  to  replace  septic  tanks. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to 
undertake  this  work  in  the  very  near  future. 

Closet  Accommod-  -  There  are  17  pail  closets  in  the  District  and 
ation  3,650  water  closets. 

Many  of  the  older  terrace  type  houses  share 
water  closets.  Of  these  houses,  a  considerable 
»  proportion  are  classed  as  unfit. 

( 4)  Camping  Sites. 

There  are  2  camping  sites  (single  sites)  for  which  licences 
have  been  issued.  These  are  in  seasonal  occupation  and  four 
people  are  usually  in  residence. 

( 5)  Public  Cleansing. 

House  refuse  is  removed  by  direct  labour.  Two  refuse 
collecting  vehicles  and  one  lorry  are  used. 

Refuse  is  removed  every  ~f-8  days. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  by  arrangement. 

Four  controlled  tips  are  in  use  in  the  area,  and  one 
uncontrolled  tip,  which  is  outside  this  District,  is  also  used.

It  is  considered  desirable  that  a  minimum  of  751°  of  babies 
should  be  immunized  before  they  are  1  year  old.  It  is  understood 
that,  at  present,  the  national  figure  is  only  3l»5 fit  the  figure 
being  33f°  for  the  County  of  Somerset. 

Of  the  children  born  in  1952,  57/'°  were  innoculated  before  the 
end  of  1953*  For  the  Norton-Radstock  area  an  equivalent  figure 
of  53/!°  is  given. 

The  Authorities  believe  that  the  very  success  of  the  Immunization 
Campaign  itself,  militates  against  further  improvement  in  the 
numbers  innoculated.  Not  a  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  Somerset 
in  1952,  as  against  a  yearly  average  of  267  cases  a  year  before  the 

war. 

Indifference  due  to  a  false  sense  of  security  could  cause  a 
return  to  the  pre-war  position.

Western  Hospital  Board  to  this  District  during  the  period  22nd  to  30th 
December,  1953*
